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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5-7, 12-14, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sanders (WO 02/32233 A2). 

Sanders discloses the use of aivlosin for the treatment of microbial infections in 
swine and poultry (page 1) but does not disclose the treatment of specific infections 
encompassed by the present claims. However, since aivlosin is a well known antibiotic 
known to be useful in the treatment of microbial infections in pigs and poultry, it would 
have been prima-facie obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
claimed invention was made to also use aivlosin for the treatment of specific microbial 
infections encompassed by the present claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed May 16, 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant contends that Sanders does not disclose specific microbial infections 
encompassed by the present claims. Applicant further contends that the fact that an 
antibiotic such as Pulmotil is less effective in treating specific bacterial infections 
encompassed by the present claims, demonstrates the unpredictability of the efficacy of 
antibiotic agents. These arguments have not been found persuasive. Note that while 
Pulmotil antibiotic is less effective against the claimed microbial infections, it still has 
some effect. Thus, it would have been prima facie obvious to a person having ordinary 
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skill in the art at the time the claimed invention was made would to try aivlosin in the 
treatment of the claimed microbial infections, because such a person would have 
expected such treatment to result in at least some efficacy.
